The tornado struck the pteamer
without warning and It keeled over
to starboard, The crew were thrown
into the water, but some of them man:
pied to erawl up on the bottom of the
upturned steamer, Captain Hoy was
nt the wheel, with all the windows In
the pllot house closed, and was caught
ng In & trap. Clerk Trask was Iin his
ofMee and likewlse had no chance to
gnve himeelf, Captain Hoy's son was
asloep In a statercom and awakenod
by the overturning of the boat, Kicked
open a skyllght and escaped,

The men, huddled together on the
overturned hull and clinging to the
slippery sldes for their lives, peered
engerly through the raln for a hoat of
gome sort to save them. After nearly
an hour of anxlous walting they
gighted the stenmer Teal coming down
on Its dafly trip. Coats, hats, handker
chiefs and everything avallable were
waved at it, Finally the Teal sighted
the unfortunates and turned toward
them. The course against the shifting
avinds was @ hard one, but the Ten)
gucceaded In coming alongside and
making fast long enough for the men
perched on the hull of the overturned
steamor to cllmb to safety. Three
survivors were pleked up from the
Towa shore by a gasoline launch and
three others from the Wisconsin shore
These men, unable to sea the boat,
reached land by swimming across the
river,
